Fire Destroys City 
in Canada. 


LOSS OF LIFE IS HEAVY 


Believed That More Than One 


Hundred Persons Died. 


PROPERTY LOSS IS ENORMOUS 


Thousands of People Rendered 


Homeless by Flames. 


W innipeg, Man., Aug. 3.— T h e town 
of Fernie. FT ('., is wiped off the m a p 
as a 
child cleans a slate. 
Michel, 
fourteen miles distant, is in 
flames 
and th e fate of H osm er, Olsen and 
Sparwood, 
intervening 
towns, is 
in 
doubt, th ey 
being cut off from all 
com munication. 
O ver 
100 
lives 
are 
known to h av e been lost, seventy-four 
of them in F ernle alone. 
A territory 
of 100 sq u a re miles in extent 
is a 
seething m a ss of flames. 
T h ro u g h it 
are s c a tt e re d hun d red s of lu m b e rm en 
and 
prospecto rs, ao t h a t t h e actual 
loss of life will not be known for days. 
T h e properties of the C a nadian P aci­ 
fic and G reat N o rth ern railways are 
destroyed, th e ir bridges and rolling 
stock burned, so that it is impossible 
to ei th e r e n t e r or leave t h e burning 
area. 
T h e in h a b ita n ts of tow n s have 
fled to open districts in th e vicinity 
in t h e hope of safety. 
F rom towns 
to the e a s t and west t h e in h a b ita n ts 
a re escaping as rapidly as possible 
T h e railway co m panie s have placed 
all available train s at th e ir disposal 
and unless th e re is a c h a n g e of wind 
within th e next twenty-four hours the 
w hole of th e Crows Nest P a s s country 
will be left to th e flames. 
T h e r e is 
no possibility of estim atin g th e loss 
of life and property that will result, 
for th e flames a r e driven by a halt 
gale, m ak in g it impossible to put up 
a fight against the ir advances. 
T h e 
conflagration is the g r ea te s t th at ha* 
ever visited Canada, and r a n k s only 
with th e San F'rancisco disaster. 
For th e past m o n th forest fires have 
been rag in g in th e m ou n ta in s of the 
Elk 
River valley country, but 
they 
had 
not 
be<m 
co nsid ered 
seriously. 
S a tu r d a y 
m o rn in g 
a 
h e a v y 
wind 
• p ra n g u p from th e west and early in 
th e 
afternoon 
th e 
flames 
appeared 
over th e crest of th e m o u n ta in s to th e 
west of Fernie. 
T hey ran down the 
m o u n ta in sid e and before a fire guard 
could be organized had entered 
th<* 
town. 
W i th in an hour th e town was 
doomed 
an<i 
th e in h a b ita n ts sought 
safety in flight, leaving th e ir all b e ­ 
hind 
them. 
All 
night 
and 
Sunday 
m o rn in g 
th e 
exodus 
continued, 
th e 
destination of the in h a b ita n ts geing a 
small p rairie in th e valley throe miles 
pouth of th e town. 
At present 3.000 
people are cam pe d th e re in the open, 
th e ir only protection being sh elte rs 
of b ru sh or blankets, while a constant 
sh o w er of sp a rk s from th e burning 
area keeps falling through the pall of 
sm oke by which they are surrounded. 
F o r a tim e com m unication with tow ns 
Jo tjie east w as kept open, but with 
the b urning of th e bridges across the 
Elk river this was closed. 


Refugees on the Prairie. 


S cattered 
th rough 
th e 
valley 
are 
many sm all prairies, and all of these 
have th e ir groups of refugees. 
T h e 
hills In all directions are a seething 
mass of flames, cutting off every ave 
Due of escape. 
T h e fire spread* with 
U nprecedented 
rapidity 
and

feared th a t several parties who tried 
to get th ro u g h th e pass hav e been cut 
off. 
F am ilies

and t h e re is at present no m e a n s ot 
checking up th e fatalities. 
In Fernie the only buildings which 
remain are six small shacks on the 
bank of the Elk river, the offices of 
the Crows Nest 
Coal com pany and 
the Fikes Wood warehouse.

fices of the Canadian Pacific railroad 
•nd Great Northern railroad are gone, 
together with all of the rolling stock 
In the yards, the sleeping car Osceola 
the only car left. 
One hundred

stock piles of coal and coke, about 
600,000 tons, are in flames. 
It is now- 
feared that the fire may get in the 
m ines them selves, several of which 
JM1© open in the neighborhood.

T h e y w ere at once ta ken to th e him 
pital, two of them in a precarious con 
dition.

A special received h ere from Nel­ 
son places the n u m b e r of dead around 
F e r n ie alone a t 70 to 100, and m an y 
consider this a most conservative e s ­ 
ti m a t e and th e death list m a y be dou­ 
ble this num ber.

t h e ground with nothing to prevent 1 
th e ravages of the fire. 
To this dea th ' 
list of seventy m u st be added those I 
w’bo h a v e lost th eir lives in other por- I 
tions of th e country burned o v e r by 
t h e fire, a strip forty-five miles long j 
and some tw e n ty miles in width.

has dominated one of the two great po 
lltleal parties of the nation. This po­ 
litical organisation 
Is of a hundred 
years’ standing, the party of Thomaa 
Jefferson, of Andrew Jackson, of Gro­ 
ver Cleveland. 
When first nominated for the presl 
deney in 1896 Mr. Bryan had been a 
private citizen for two years. He has 
been a private citizen ever since. Yet 
In personal popularity, In his political 
bold on the party, he still Is the focal 
and foremost figure In the national De­ 
mocracy. This Is Indubitably true de­ 
spite the frantic efforts of n considera­ 
ble section of Democratic adherent« to 
belittle his leadership. Facts are facta. 
In 1900 Mr Bryan w as renom inated 
for the presidency by acclamation. In 
l(k*4 he could have been renominated 
for the third consecutive time had he 
desired the honor. 
Now, In 1908, on 
the eve of the national convention at 
Denver, ht- appears to have an easy 
tw o-thirds majority for the nomination. 
B is two defeats for election to the 


der discussion in the American con­ 
gress, and most of the other prominent 
Dem ocrats have had their opportunity 
to

large

those discussions. 
There have tw-en International issues 
of the newt serious Importance to ad­ 
just, and they have been adjusted by 
the other prom inent men In both polit­ 
ical parties the men in office. Through 
all the«« vast events Mr. Bryan has 
been a private citizen in the vicinity of 
Lincoln, Neb. 
No chance has Bryan 
had to do anything officially In state­ 
craft, while the whirligig of time and 
change has flashed magnificent oppor­ 
tunities full In the face of his friendt 
and his foes. 
Yet Mr. Bryan is the head and front, 
the facade and parapet, the cornice, 
dome and spire of the Democratic p ar­ 
ty, w hether you love him or libel him 
or let him alone. 
Now, honest. Isn’t this a remarkable 
fact? 
Wherefore, beloved, It behooves us 
to nnnlj ze this m an’s character In the 
effort to discover Just why and how he 
has kept his clinch hold upon the party 
and the people.

Clay in his time w as the mouth­ 
piece of the majority, the common peo­ 
ple, und there the comparison holds. 
Clay was a 
‘perpetual candidate” for 
the president y and never landed. 
Cer­ 
tain organs " the opposition have con­ 
ferred that title upon .Mr. Bryan, who 
as yet has fai t*d to laud. 
Clay was de 
feated t h m times for the presidency. 
Bry an has L vu defeated twice, and he 
Wants to try It again. 
But Ilenry Clay spent nearly all his 
manhood life In public office of high 
•tation. 
He went from the K entucky 
•late legislature to the United States 
Senate before he was old enough under 
the constitution to take his seat. 
lie 
Went from the senate to the house of 
representatives and Immediately was 
Sleeted speaker. 
lie resigned th© speak­ 
ership to go to Ghent and help nego­ 
tiate a treaty of peace with England Ip 
1814. 
H e returned to the house and 
again was chosen speaker. 
He was 
Johu Quincy Adam s’ secretary of state. 
Ha apeut most of his remaining yeare 
in the United States senate, where he 
Sraa a pow er of powers. 
To keep his hold upon the leadership 
of the Democracy Mr. Bryan has had 
to rely wholly upon his own personal­ 
ity, his own strength of character, his 
own capability for making himself a 
power In the party and with the people. 
T h e re have been wars, and opportunity 
has come to the head of the opposing 
»arty to negotiate a brilliant peaca. 
There have been weighty' problems nn- 


out.stkking quills anything in opposl 
tlou which he considers fallacious or 
fatuous or fraudulent, but he never 
gets corrugated w ith unger. lie has no 
cuts’ paw s of malice. 
N either has he 
the velvet touch of pussy in the cor­ 
ner nor the truculent pur of tabby at 
the bowl of milk, lie never flares up, 
never gets excited save in the exhorta­ 
tive m anner of the evangelist who 
preaches w hat he believes, and preach­ 
es if w ith the em phasis of unction. 


A Progressive Evangelist. 
There we have it. Mr. B ryan Is an 
evangelist. He goes up and down the 
country preaching w hat he believes. It 
so happens that his preuchlug is polltl 
cal rath er than evangelical, but it Is a 
religion w ith Mr. B ryan all the same, 
lie believes fervently w hat Lie preach­ 
es 
H e may lie m istaken today on one 
point of doctrine mul may believe and 
preach otherw ise tomorrow, but wliat 
ever he does believe or believes that 
he believes he preaches w ith fervor 
and spirit. You m ight call him a pro­ 
gressive evangelist. 
W hen the higher 
criticism sm ites one of his doctrines 
he gets hold of another. T h a t m eans 
progress. 
Religion and politics have 
progressed through the ages by the 
sm iting to sm ithereens of dogm as that 
have outlived th eir usefulness. 
The 
citadel of m odem science Is built upon 
a Junk heap of defunct theories. The 
Junk Is useful for a foundation for 
climbing purposes. 
B ut we m ust not assum e th a t Mr. 
B ryan is a turncoat. 
In the main he 
sticks to his original tenets with the 
tenacity of a leech. 
H e m ight have 
been elected president In 1900 but for 
his refusal to run on the K ansas City 
platform unless It contained a reltera 
tlon of the Chicago currency plank. 
The party w as determ ined to have him 
for its candidate, so a reiteration was 
made, together w ith an attem pt to 
hide Its light under the bushel of Im­ 
perialism as the param ount Issue. Mr. 
Bryan, of course, does not advocate 
now the free silver doctrine.

Added to this, a man who believes

NO COMBINE OF RAILROADS 


Nor W ill There Be Any Abandonment 


of Them— Says What He Has Done 


Has Not Been for the Purpose cf 


Making Money. 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—"There is to be 
no abandonment of railroads, nor is 
there to be any combination of rail­ 
roads over night. 
W hat 
has 
been 
done has been undertaken solely with 
the purpose of saving a bad financial 
Situation.” 
Edward H. Harriman said this while 
discussing the deal whereby a syndi­ 
cate of bankers recently took up $8,- 
000,000 in short term notes of the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad. 
"W hat I have done has not been for 
the purpose of making money,” he 
said, 
"but 
simply because matters 
were becoming tangled and it had be­ 
come necessary for some one to try 
to make a bad situation better. 
Some 
of us do not believe that it would be 
a good thing for the country general­ 
ly if more railroads should go into the 
hands of receivers and so we are do­ 
ing wrhat we can to prevent this in 
the 
interests 
of 
self-preservation. 
That is all there is to it. 
"In fact things have become so 
complex that I scarcely know where 
I am. 
So I am going out to the Siski­ 
you mountains to think over the sit­ 
uation and when I come back I may 
be able to talk intelligently concern­ 
ing the future. 
"But in the meantime I should like 
to have it understood that there is no 
deep laid plot back of it all, but that 
the deal regarding the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie notes was simply a transac­ 
tion made necessary to save a rail 
road and thereby benefit all other 
roads alike.” 
“What effect will the change in con­ 
dition have upon the proposed Gould 
outlet to the sea?”

of the Depositor Rather Than From 


That of tha Banker.

Lincoln, 
Neb., 
Aug. 
3.—Attorney 
General Bonaparte’s opinion, delivered 
Saturday, holding it to be illegal for 
national banks of Oklahoma to con­ 
tribute toward the guaranty fund for 
the protection of depositors or to 
avail themselves of the other privi­ 
leges of the banking act was the sub­ 
ject of a good deal of discussion here. 
Prominent Democrats of Lincoln free­ 
ly averred that following so closely 
on the heels of the Standard Oil re­ 
versal In Chicago and the contempt 
cases against the labor leaders in 
Washington, the opinion of the fed­ 
eral 
attorney 
general 
still 
further 
strengthens the Democratic party in 
the 
present 
campaign. 
Mr. 
Bryan 
himself gave expression on the effects 
that the opinion will have In the com­ 
ing elections. 
"It accentuates the is­ 
sue,” said he, “and emphasizes the 
necessity of legislation framed from 
the standpoint of the depositor rather 
than from the standpoint of the bank­ 
er.” 
He would Talk no further on the 
subject, but said that he would give 
it liberal treatment in his forthcom­ 
ing speech at Topeka, Ran., some time 
during the present month.

Unanimously Chosen President of tbs 
Republic of Panama. 
Panama, Aug. 3.—The electoral cam­ 
paign ended when the electoral boards 
met in the capitals of the seven 
provinces to elect a president whose 
term will run from October of this 
year until 1912. 
Returns received to the present time 
from the provinces of Veraguas, Corle, 
Colon and Panama show’ that the elec­ 
tion of Senor Don .Jose Domingo De 
Obaldia, 
formerly 
minister 
to 
the 
United States, was unanimous. 
This 
resu1*, though it had been expected, 
has created great enthusiasm among 
his supporters. 
When Senor Obaldia was officially 
Informed by a special committee rep 
resenting each district of Panama of 
the result, he was deeply affected anti 
In a speech said that the only obliga­ 
tion he had contracted was to govern 
with the best elements of the country. 
lie said that his government would 
persecute nobody and that his only de­ 
sire was for happiness of the repub­ 
lic and his fellow citizens.
